Decision Unanimous, 

Following the cabinet meeting, an 
official communique was issued, stat- 
ing that “the cabinet. was of the 
unanimous opinion that the govern- 
ment should strive for ®arliest pos- 
sible entrance to the Jeague of na- 
tions.” 

“Disarmament, and the 
cooperation of the powers, requires 
Germany’s presence in the league.” 
the communique said, adding “Natur- 
ally, Germany’s cooperation can be 
only that of a great power with equal 
rights with the others.” 

It stated that discussions follow- 
ing the reparations settlement in 
London had shown that the way was 
open for the entrance of Germany to 
the league, and that special “sound- 
ings” had ‘therefore resulted. 

“The result of this sounding out 
of opinion forms the essential basis of 
today’s governmental decision, under 
which the foreign office will esiab- 
lish, from the powers in the league 
council, whether the necessary guar- 
antees of Germany’s position in the

New York, September 23.—Instead 
ef retracting and apologizing for the 
staetments that he has made regard- 
ing Harry M. Daugherty, as the for- 
ner attorney general demanded, John— 
W. Davis, democratic standard, bear- 
er, in an open letter Tuesday night, 
reiterated and emphasizeq his cam- 
pyign utterances that drew a protest 
from Daugherty. 

Instead of his references to Daugh- 
erty being “vague” or “veiled,” as 
Daugherty said in his letter to Davis, 
the democratic candidate quoted his 
sllusions to the former cabinet offi- 
cer to show that they were direct and 
specific’ and added that he found 
‘no warrant whatever for withdraw- 
ing any single statement.” 

So far as Gaston B. Means, star 
witness before the senate committee 
which investigated the alleged cor- 
ruption in the department of justice 
uoder Daugherty’s administration, 
vias converned, Davis said that the 
appointment “of such a man in the 
department of justice was of itseli 
ample warrant for the summary re- 
oval of the attorney general by whom 
he was appointed.” 

No Reason to Charge. 

“I observe that since your letter 
was delivered to me, he (Means) has 
once more recanted and repudiated 
his repudiation,” said Davis. “When 
Le testified before the Brookhatt com- 
mittee, I expressed the opinion, whicly 
I see no reason to change, that no 
man should be convicted of any of- 
fense on the uncorroborated testimony 
of a witness whose evil character was 
so generally known as his. 

“It was you, however, who appoint- 
ed him to a confidential position in 
the department of justice. You 
brought him into the circle of your 
official intimates. You created him 
a government agent. Yon gave bim 
his credentfals. At the time you did 
so, his character was already notori- 
ous, and if I am not misinformed, 
there was then to be found, in the 
bureau of investigation of the depart- 
ment of justice, a file in which his 
previous history was fully disclosed. 
I can imagine no maladministration 
in any governmental department more 
vicious than the employment of me" 
of such character.”

Thereare approximately 400,000 miles of track, including 
switches and side tracks. It is certainly not unfair to fig- 
ure the value at $25,400 a mile, (the cost to-day to build a 
mile is about $50,000), which would make this one item 
alone total 


There are about 70,000 locomotives in use. The value of 
these at $30,000 each (the 6,000 or more locomotives bought 
in the last two years have cost on an average of about $60,- 
000 each for freight and $50,000 each for passenger) totals 


There are nearly 2,400,000 freight cars which, valued at 
$1,200 each (the average cost of a freight car to-day is 
about $2,000) would total ‘ 2,880,000,000 


There are some 60,000 passenger-train cars which, valued 
at only $15,000 each (all-steel passenger cars now average 
$35,000 each) would bring this item to 


These four items of roadway and equipment give us an 
extremely conservaiive valuation of $15,880,000,000. Yet 
they do not take into consideration many important 
items, chief of which are as follows: 


Value of terminal yards, often located on highly valuable 
city property—of all stations, roundhouses, shops, termi- 
nal freight and passenger stations, general office buildings,
